CHAPTER I. 

CONSTITUTION STATE FORESTS. 

1. Reserved Forests. 

The foretst settlement work is makinit steady 
progress. 

Four forest blocks — one in Medak and three in 
Nanded Divisi<tn — ^have been declared ‘‘reserves” under 
section 18 of the Forest Act. 

This is the first occasion that a reserve area is being 
shown in the Annual Repcni:. 

As there are only four reserved forest blocks. Form 
No. 1 has not been appended to the report. 

2. Protected Forests. 

3. At the close of the year there were 7,629 *J52 
square miles of protected forest under control of the 
department against 7,544*68 square miles of last year. 
The increase is due to partly to the rectification of area 
according to maps prepaied by Survey of India Party 
in Asafabad and Nirmal Divisions and partly to addition 
of nine forest blocks which were notified under section 7 
of Forest Act and transferred from Form No. 3-— Open 
forests. The total increase is 84 *94 square miles.

4. Vexy Ettle progress has been made in 
direction except that one block “ Marpadgn ** cotrering 
an area of 234 acres was sanctioned by Goyemment as 
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village forest. 12,050 acres have been demarcated in 
•iir ranges of Kammamett Division. 

The reason for the slow progress is due to the fact 
lat areas stiitable for village forest have been ear- 
larked for colonisation ptirposes and besides the 
nergies of the department have been devoted more to 
election and reservation of forest areas. 

In Asafabad Division, a great portion of area set 
.part in the past for village forest has been given away 
m patta. At present the local requirements of the 
iivision is met with by small areas of 60 to 100 acres of 
)pen forest being demaicated and sold until such time 
as the working plans of the forest within 16 miles radius 
3f the Kazipett-Balharsha Railway under preparation, is 
completed. 


(b) Forest Villages. 

5. Proposals for two forest villages — ^Balrajguda 
and Chandraipallam of Khammamett Division were 
submitted to Government. Those for Jakaram of 
Warangal Division have been withheld for the present 
pending exclusion of areas for the colonisation of retired 
sepoys who took part in the Great War.

CHAPTER II. 

MANAGEMENT OP STATE FORESTS. 

(a) Prepairation and control of working plans. 

18. Two working plan parties were at work during 
the year. 

19. Mr. Vasudeo Rao Nakhre held charge of Work- 
ing Plans Party, ’Western Circle, from 1st Azur to end 
of Parwardi. During this period he inspected Kadamba 
and Garlapett forest blocks of Asafabad division in 
order to find out the stock of bamboos and feasibility for 
paper pulp industry. He spent 68 days in camp. 

20. Mr. Syed Mahmood Razvi, Divisional Forest 
Officer, Nanded, was deputed on wemad duty for com* 
piling* Working scheme fot 26 blocl^ of Nanded. division 
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over six ranges covering an area of 23,497 
s'ctes: he was engaged on this work from 1st Bahman 
to tiid of Faiv aidi and submitted a scheme which has 
been sent to Government for sanction. 

He u as placed in charge of Working Plans Party, 
Western Circle, from 1st Ardibehst when Mr. Nakhre 
was transfeired to Nanded division. He spent 117 days 
in camp dui'ing the peidods he was on special duty and 
in chaige of Working Plans Party and reconnoitered 
foi-est areas in Rajm^a and Asafabad Taluqas. In 
Sharewar he had to come back to headquarters to work 
as P. A. to the Inspector-Genei‘al of Forests for one 
month besides carrying on his own duties. 

Total expenditure of this party (pay and allowances, 
etc., of officer and establishment) amounted to 
Rs. 16,432. 

21. Mr. Vaman Rao remained in charge of the 
Working Plans Party, Eastern Circle, till the end of 
Khm'dad. He reconnoitered the remaining portion of 
Amikotta blojpk of Karimnagar division which he cotild 
n<»t hnish last year. 

22. Dr. Ghulam Mohiuddin took charge of the party 
on the 3rd Thir. He spent 12 days in camp (out of 
161 days he was in charge of the party) in inspecting 
the forests of Manthani block of Kaiimnagar division in 
connection with the revision of its felling scheme. His 
insufficient touring is partly due to timber ses^oning work 
placed in his charge at the Mint. 

Total expenditure of this party (pay and allow- 
ances, etc., officer and establishment) amoimted to 
Rs. 11,581. 

23. The revised working plan report for Gubbagurti 
forests of Khammamett division submitted to Govern- 
ment last year has not yet been sanctioned. 

24. Total area under sanctioned working plans or 
schemes at the close of the year was 970,363 acres. At 
present the area under systematic working is only 16 
per cent, of the total forest area. Most of the forests 
close to railways, produce of whi^di can foe transported 
to centres of consumption, have foeen foitmght under

26. In Khainmamett division, .--anctioned ■wt)rking 
plan of Annapreddipalli was kept ir abeyance ijending 
revision excei>t as regai‘ds bambrjo coupes which are 
sold. Thu sanctionetl working plan of Jamhupur va** 
found unworkable in spite of reve'rsing the sofiuence of 
coupes due to the hilly natiiie of the count! j% poorness 
of croi) and difficulty of extraction. 

27. In Karimnagar. working scheme for Aknoor 
block (area 4,896 acres) was prepared by Mr. Abdul 
Aziz Khan, Sub-Asastant Conservator and submitted to 
the Inspector-General of Forests. 

28. The ■working scheme for Chotkm* block in 
Medak division was modified by the Divisional Forest 
Officer, Medak. 

29. Prescription of the sanctioned working plans or 
schemes were generally adhered to excepting that in 
some of the divisions, few coupes could _ not be ^sold 
owing to trade depression and had economic conditions. 

(b) Plans of Operations. 

30. Generally speaking prescriptions of the plans 
of operations were mostly carried out in all the divisions 
except 

(a) In Tadcherla and Mahadoopur ranra of 
Karimnagar division auction of 3 coupes was withheld 
for want of demand. 

<b) In Aurangabad di^ri^on ^me of the pre- 
scriptions were not satisfactorily carried out. 
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(c> In Mahbubnagar division, out of the 64 
coLiiJUf* sold in the division, 24 were partly felled and 
22 lemained unfelled due to slump in trade and scarcity 
of money. 

(d) The following works were not canied out in 
GuiUHi’ga division: — 

1. External demarcation of Peddamal, Bhir- 

mal, Singapur, Bhunaspur, Chiman- 
chode, Pastapm* and Ramangode blocks 
of Chincholi Range. 

2. Cleaning of coupes of Bodangal, and 

S. Clearing of boundary line of Gangawati 
block of Lingsugur Range. 

(e) In Warangal division, auction of some of the 
annual coupes was withheld on account of boundary 
disjjute and lack of demand. 

Cc) Communications and Buildings. 

(i) Roads. 

31. In Khammamett division, cart-track from 
Kothaguda to Annapreddipalli and another from Annap- 
reddipalli to Ashwaraopett Khammam Road via 
Rudmjpalli were made motorable departmentally at a 
cost of Rs. 200. 

32. In Nanded division, a road from Nanded to 
Hingoli and another from Parbhani to Jintur was under 
construction by the P-W.D. Department. 

33. The road from Medak to Jogipett is con- 
stiTicted, another one from Medak to Siddipett -vim. 
Nizampett is almost complete. A road from Medak to 
Narsapur is under construction by the P. W. Deparianent. 
All these roads will be useful for extraction of forest 
produce from the surrounding bloclss of forests. 

(2) Buildings. 

(a) Departmental. 

84. In ICarimnagar, Ite, 25 were i^ent on repairs to 
Rai^e office at Jagtial similarly Rs. 25 in Nanded for 
repairs of Basmath Range office.

35. The Mudkhed Range office was completed in 
Nanded division and the building was handed over to 
the department. The construction of Range office at 
Jintur has been commenced dm*ing the year. 

PROTECTION OF FORESTS. 

(a) General protection. 

(Form No. 9). 

36. Altogether 3,765 cases of forest offences have 
been reported during the year against 3,655, showing 
an increase of 110 cases in Mahbubnagar, Warangal, 
Nirmal, Aurangabad, Asafabad, Medak and Nalgonda 
divisions. 

In Asafabad, the increase in number of new cases 
is due to old cases being brought to light. 

In Nirmal division, the increase in forests cases is 
ascribed to the poverty of the ryots. 

The increase in Mahbubnagar and Nalgonda divi- 
sions is attributed to better supervision. 

In Aurangabad division, increase is atbributed to 
unsatisfactory protection in Bhokardan and Kannad 
ranges. 

In Warangal division, increase is chiefly in Mahbub- 
abad range and is due to the Ranger being in clwge of 
the Forest School and had little time to attend to his 
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duties. The r.\ots confc,equently found a free field for 

illicit fellingfe. This has now been lectified by placing r 
a Ranger in charge of Mahbubabad range.

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88. The fines recovered during the year amounted to 
Rs. 46,777 against Rs. 51,674 of the last year. 

39. The average incidence per case during the year 
under report has fallen from Ite. 16 in the last year to 
Rs. 13. It varies between Rs. 6 and Rs. 25 per case 
whereas the minimum and maximum amount in the 
previous year was Rs. 5 and Rs. 38. 

40. Incidence was higher than the average in 
Nizamabad, Kazimnagar, Nirmal, Khammamett, Nanded 
and Gulbarga divisions.

Results of progress in disposal of cases are satis- 
factoiy in Medak, Wajrangal and Mahbubnagar; fair in 
Aurangabad, Nalgonda and Khammamett divisions; 
unsatisfacto^ in Asafabad, Kaiiinnagar, Nirmal and 
Gulbarga divisions and very unsatisfactory in Nanded 
and Nizamabad divisions. 

42. Total acquittals in depai-tmental enquiry or 
Criminal Courts during the year were 227 against 363 
in the previous year. 

48. Form No. 9 (a) gives details of cases of for^ 
offences prosecuted in Criminal Courts. 

44. There were iliree criminal cases pending^ at the 
commencement of the year to which eight new cases 
were added thus making a total of eleven cases. Out 
of tibese 11 cases, conviddon was obtained in ozie^ and 
in five cases the accused were discharged or acquitted. 
There were five c^es pending at tihe ciose of the year. 

45. One case was t^en to Court in Kariimia gar 
division.

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(b) Protection from Fire. 

(Form No. 10). 

46. The area attempted to be fire protected during 
the year was 393,517 acres against 364,938 acres of the 
last year. An area of 40,447 acres is reported to have 
been burnt leaving 553,570 acres as actually protected. 

47. The total expenditure on fire protection 
amounted to Rs. 7,693-15-0 as against Rs. 6,960-14-11 in 
the previous year. 

48. No fires occurred in Nalgonda division. 

In Khammamett division, the origm of fires is 
ascribed to coolies of the Deccan Mining Company 
carrying naked lights while going to and coming from 
pits to villages. 

Fires were accidental in Jagtial and Tadcherla 
ranges of Karimnagar divMon. 

In Mahbubnagar division, the ori^n of fire was 
attributed to carelessness of coupe contractors. 

49. No fire protection work was undertaken in 
Asafabad division as S 3 retematic fellings have not yet 
been started here.

(c) Protection frenn Cattle. 

(Form No. 11), 

51. Out of the total area of 76‘S9 square miles of 
protected forests^ 866*98 square miles or 4*81 per cent, 
were entirely closed to grazing of cattle. 
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62. The area of forest totally closed to grazing rose 
from 296 ’09 sq. miles of the past year to 366*95 sq. 
miles. The area closed to all animals for a part of the 
year was 50 *60 sq. miles against 48 *91 sq. miles in the 
last year. The area closed to grazing of goats only 
thioughoui the year and the area open to all animals 
were 4,305*76 and 3,793*33 sq. miles respectively 
against 8,705 *40 and 2,533 *56 sq. miles in the previous 
year.

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There has been a decrease in all the divisions 
grazing fees collected by the department as well as 
grazing cess. Grazing cess which was levied at the ra 
of 6 pies in the rupee of land revenue for grazing on lai 
outside protected forest, was abolished in 1340 
through Government Order No. 619/620, dated 25 
Ardibehist 1340 F. 

The decrease in grazing fees is attributed to i 
following causes: — 

1. Epidemics of cattle disease.

NATURAL REGENTIRATION. 

KhAmmamett division. 

oS. Yeppa did not produce any seeds thfe year. 
Seedlings* of the pievioits year are found only in small 
nunibei's bamboos yielded new culms more profusely 
than in previous yeais fAving to better rainfall and re- 
stiicted fellings. Coppice sihoott* of Sundra, Kodsha, 
Satin, etc., were satisfactory a* also those of teak, but in 
coupes felled during the rains there is marked back- 
wardness. 

Klarimnagar division. 

59. Regeneration by coppice has been good all over 
the exploited area. 

Nizamabad division. 

60. Regeneration from seed was poor but tihat from 
coppice faii'ly good. Flowering of teak has been normal 
all over the division. 

Coppice shoots in coupe 31, Adanchippa block, felled in 
1325 F., i.e., 15 years old. Height 25 ft. girth IS". 

Warangad and Medak divisions. 

Seedlings of teak, Abnus, Nallamaddi and 
were found in almost all the forests especially in felled 
coupes where regeneration from coppice is especially 
good on account of heavy rainfall. 

Nalgonda division. 

62. Reproduction from teak seeds is sufficient and 
healthy and that from teak coppice is vigorous and pro- 
mising in Bhongir range. Coppice regeneration of 
Sundra in Rajawaram and Peddamongal ranges is found 
at the rate of 6 to 13 shoots per stooL 

Nirmal divisioa. 

68. The following interesting phptogra]^ ^0*9^ 
Pachora waterfall and the sunrouiiiding besutsxul forest 
growth. 
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64. Natural regeneration from teak (from seed) 
was quite profuse wherever the soil was suitable and 
mother trees available. This was especially the case in 
Chintaguda range. Moreover seedlings that died back 
have put forth strong young shoots. In lac areas the 
ytumg grow'th of palas is coming up profusely and the 
seedlings are healthy, it has been attempted to convert 
the area into pure palas forests and to have young age 
classes ready to replace the existing old ones. Condition 
of coppice shoots is fairly promising all over the 
division. 

Nanded division. 

65. The natural reproduction from coppice has been 
quite satisfactory. Regeneration from seeds was plenti- 
ful but due to heavy rains, water logging and plentiful 
growth of grass and weeds, their condition is far from 
satisfactory and their survival doubtful. 

Gulburga division. 

66- The growdih of coppice ^oots in areas worked 
has been good. Regeneration from seed is very im- 
satisfactory as most of the forests in the division are 
situated on hilly tracts. The small patches of sandal 
found in the jprotected forests show rather poor growth 
and they consist only of saplins and poles which will be 
seen from the photos given below. 

Mahbubnagar division. 

67. Reproduction from seeds of teak, yeppa and 
tirman occurs only in sheltered localities.' Regeneration 
from coppice especially of teak is excellent throughout. 
The photoiprapm given below show regeneration from 
coppice fellings made in 1838 and 1840 F. 

(b) Artificial Regeneration. 

68. Coupe No. 7 Durshed Babul Ban of Karim - 
nagar division was clear felled during the year, regener- 
ation of babul was attempted by broadcast sowing 
after wounding the sdU, but the result is not satisfactory. 
The area will have to be resown after ploughing. 

69. In Warangal division, broadcast sowing of 
teak and other species was done in coupe No. 1'* of

70. In Jiimitia (iledak dh'islonj, teak and nalla- 
maddi speeds weie s»n\n Imt 75 per cent, seeds did nut 
tienninate. 8.(500 Casuarma piaiitr. wtie oOtaiiieO fiom 
Madras and weie put in pits in the month of Shaiewai*, 
out of the'^e about 3,000 plants, suivived in Aban. 

71. in Nalgonda divb.ion, an area of 20 acres of 
Gollaguda Kumnah wus sown with seeds of teak, satin, 
tirman, sundra, etc., in about 2,00u pits, out of these 
seedlings of all the species excepting teak have sprang 
up in 608 pits. 

72. A small nursery has been fonnt^d in Kinwat 
range of Nirmal division and nallamadcii seedbs were 
sown, germination was good but excessive rainfall hat. 
done haiin and subsequently overgrowth of weeds 
checked dov n most of the seedlings. 

73. In Parbhani Babul Ban, o acres were sown 
broadcast with babul seeds after ploughing, germina- 
tion completely failed in one acre while in the othei* four 
acres it was satisfactory. Similarly in one acre 16 guntas 
of Hingoli Babul Ban, babul seeds v ere sown broadcast 
after ploughing, the result is satisfactoiy. Two acres 
of Sendursena block of Basmath range, Nanded division, 
were sown broadcast with sandal seeds, out of which 
50 per cent, have germinated. A blank of four acres in 
coupe No. 12, Khadi block was ploughed and teak seeds 
were sown in lines 6 feet apart, about 70 per cent, 
germinated. In addition to the above bamboo seeds 
were sown broadcast in Hingoli, Jintur and Mudhole 
ranges. As the seeds received and distributed late in 
the season the result is not yet known. 

74. In Khammamett division, out of the sandal 
seeds sown in the previom years in Yellendu, Kallur, 
Jaslapur and Annapreddipalli ranges, oitly 82 plants 
from 6 to 28 months old are finarviving. Out of the 
bamboo seeds sown in the above rang^, 2,248 culms 
survive. Forest over an area of 5 acres sold to the 
Deccan Mining Co., after being dear-felled, was 
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ploughed and bown with teak and boigu seeds and 1»800 
teak beedlings were also transplanted, out of which only 
fio suivive due to long break in the monsoon just after 
the operation. Bulbils of Agava Americana are thriving 
li. ^ ankapalli aiea of Annapreddipalli range and some 
moie have been planted during the year. 

(c) Operations for the improvement of the 
growing stock. 

75. Cleaning operations in an area of 643 and 185 
acres were carried out in Yellandu and Burdharaghwa- 
pur ranges of Khammamett division also in an area of 
2,600 acres of 31 coupes of the Karimnagar division. 
And in coupe No. 5 of northern and southern felling 
belies Laxmipur block of Mahbubabad range in Waran- 
gal division. 

76. Creepers and climbers were cut in Medak divi- 
sion. 


77. Thinning operations were carried out in coupes 
No. 4 of Jalasingaram, Peerlapalli and Nagpur blocks 
of Nalgonda division and in coupes of Rasnam, Tirmalla- 
pur and Gundlepalli blocks of Gulbmga division. 

(d) Experiments. 

78. In Khammamett division, sample plots are 
selected in Dendrocalamus strictus and Bambusa 
arundinacea areas in order to ascertain proportion of 
new culms reproduced. 

79. In Karimnagar division, bamboo seedlings of 
14 months old grown in the nursery of oifice compound 
were transplanted along the nala of Duishad Babul Ban, 
a few stems survived and the rest died off owing to hard 
cmyed b^. Bamboo seedlings planted along the Divi- 
sional office compound wall have established them- 
selyes but the progress is rather slow due to hard marram 
soil. Sandal seeds were sown in selected plots but have 
not germxnated.

81- Permits were i^tied for small gairee timbei 
and firewood in some of the divisions to a limited ex- 
tent. This was allowed only in those localities where 
systematic fellings have not been introduced or annual 
coupes are situated at a great d^tance. 

2. Minor produce. 

82. Bamboo fellings under sanctkmed fellin" 
schemes were carried out over an area of 112,571 acres 
against 103,981 acres during the previous year. 

88. As usual, other minor forest produce was skold 
by public auction. License vendors were appointed to 
collect grazing fees in some of the divisions. 

84. In Nalgonda division, honey was collected de- 
partmentally at a cost of BA 84 and fetched a revenue 
of Rs. 100-6-0 against Rs. 183-8-0 in 1389 P. 
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AGENCY OF EXPLOITATION. 

1. Departmental Agency. 

85. Departmental working was not undertaken. 
The material obtained from cutting boundary lines oi 
coupe lines was disposed of depaitmentally and fetched 
a revenue of Es. 2,002. 

(a) Propagation of lac. 

86. Propagation of lac was undertaken in 
Warangal, Kaiimnagar, Nizamabad and Nirmal divi- 
sions. A large quantity of lac collected last year could 
not be sold due to want of demand and heavy fall in 
price. 

(b) Tusser cultivation. 

87. The Mulberry garden at Mahadeopur in Karim* 
nagar division was maintained at a cost of Rs. 140-6-0. 
18,757 cacoons were sent to the Conservator of PorestS; 
Eastern Circle office for disposal. The transference od 
this garden to the Industrial Department is under con- 
templation. Besides cultivation of tusser was carried 
out in areas set apart for the purpose by the Kollie tribe. 

(2) Purcrhasers. 

88. All coupes were exploited by contractors 
wherever there was demand and labour available. 

(3) Rights, Privileges and Free Grants. 

89. In almost all the divisions, head-loads of fue! 
were allowed to be removed free of charge for agri- 
cultural and domestic purposes- 

90. Free grazing was allowed in open forest areas,

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There is a deficit of Bs. 163,018 and this may be 
explained by a general fall in prices and specially t&ose 
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of agrktiltmal crops which considerably reduced the 
purchasing capacity of rural population and proportiofi- 
ately reduced tlie demand for forest produce. In fact 
some of the coupe contractors could not dispose of the 
Tuaterki felled in coupes and had to suspend their 
fellmgs. 

93. The revenue from minor forest produce 
amoimted to 'Rs. 9,44,173 against Rs. 12,58,036 of the 
last year showing a decrease of Rs. 3,13,863 which may 
chieny be attributed to abolition of grazing cess.

Gumpena, EumarpanM, Tella- 
panki and Tabsi are utilised for packing cases. 

Consumption of Bombax malabaricum (Borgu) is 
gradually increasing. 

During the first two years, wood for the use of 
Match Factory was extracted from llSahbubabad and 
Gudur Ranges of Warangal division but in third year, 
i.e^ 1340 F., Narasampett Range of the same division 
was also tapped. 
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Prom the above figures, it is seen that the consump- 
tion of wopd and consequently the revenue derived 
therefrom has steadily increased. 

To check the fellings of these soft wooded species, 
every range area has been divided into coupes of small 
size from 300 to 500 acres.
